The total eclipse is a result of the 
moon traveling between the sun and 
tlH- earth in their plane, he .said, 
adding "There will be no eclipse 
of the siu) in 1942." 

A lunar cUpse is caused by the 
moon passing into the earth's ate- 
dow. the lecturing continued. 

TOTAL ECLIPSE OF MOON 

This eclipse has four "contacts," 
and it Is the second two "contacts", 
or stages where tte moon is com- 
pletely Inside the shadow, that we 
have the total ecUpae of tte "moon. 

He mentioned the fact that the 
sun requires 365 1-2 daan to travel 
around the earth. wbUt tte mooo 
takes only SB 1-3 daya.
